of Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker. 
The cou nt b ased on McCarthy’s 
treatm ent of Zwicker at a closed- 
door hearing in New York City 
last Feb . 18 was never b rou ght 
to a vote after strong opposition to 
it b ecame evident in the deb ate.

CHAMPAIGN, III. (UP) — The 
University of Illinois college of ag­ 
ricu ltu re recently made a su rvey 
to find ou t what happens to b oys 
who grow u p on the farm. 
The University sent ou t q u e s ­ 
tionnaires to farm b oys who were 
registered in the eighth grade in 
DeWitt and Local Cou nty schools 
in 1936. These “b oys" are now 31 
to 33 years old. 
There were 103 repies. Forty-fou r 
of the 103 are now farming and 
five are working on farms as hired 
men, hoping for a change to oper­ 
ate their own farms. 
Bu t more than half, 54, went into 
other work, and only eight said 
they wou ld like to retu rn to farm ­ 
ing. Their occu pations ran g e d 
from driving tru cks to test piloting 
and architectu ral engineering. 
Sixty-one per cent were still liv­ 
ing in or near their home cou n­ 
ties, 21 per cent were in other parts 
of Illinois and 18 per cent were 
scattered across the nation, or were 
overseas.
